And whereas it has been pointed out to the Cen¬ 
tral Government that it was necessary and desir¬ 
able to give opportunity to the affected employees 
to make representations, if any, against the afore¬ 
said changes in case they would be adversely affec¬ 
ted and to consider such objections before passing 
the final orders; 

Aud whereas, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
tained in sub-sections (1) and (2) of section 82 
of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966, notice 
was given to all the employees concrened of the 
erstwhile composite State of Punjab and the erst¬ 
while Union Terrtiory of Himachal Pradesh, now 
the State of Himachal Pradesh, allotted fially to the 
cadres of Inspectors; Sub-Inspectors, Assistant 
Sub-Inspectors and Head Constables of the Police 
Department in the then Union territory of Hima¬ 
chal Pradesh with effect from the 1st November, 
1966 that in case any of them was aggrieved by 
the amendments in designations made in the afore¬ 
said orders dated the 31st May, 1968, he may 
make a representation against it within a period of 
three months from the date of publication of the 
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Government of India in the Ministry of Personnel, 
Public Grievances and Pensions Notification No. 
S.O. 454(E) dated the 9th July, 1991 stating in 
clear terms the substance of the grievance or ob¬ 
jections to the changes in question, giving reasons 
and documentary evidence, if any, in support there¬ 
of and deliver one copy each of such representa¬ 
tion in person or send the same by registered post, 
within the aforesaid period, to (i) the Commis- 
sioner-cum-Secretary (Integration), Government 
of Himachal Pradesh, General Administration 
Department, Section B, Shimla and (ii) the Desk 
Officer, SR Cell, Department of Personnel and 
Training, Government of India, New Delhi ; 

And whereas the Central Government on careful 
consideration of the objections, received from two 
such employees and in the light of the comments 
of the State Government thereon, is satisfied that 
the objections are not against the rectification of 
designations as proposed in the above mentioned 
Notification dated the 9th July, 1991, from a ret- 
ropective date, but against other aspects like senio¬ 
rity and, as such, the amendment will not affect 
adversely any State Government employee on the 
amendrnents of the final allotment order being 
given retrospective effect; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (2) of section 82 of the Pun¬ 
jab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966) and 
in supersession of the Government of India in the 
Department of Personnel, and Training order 
numbers 22|28|68-SR(S) (i) to (iii) dated the 
2nd March, 1989 the Central Government hereby 
amends, with effect from the 1st November.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sec¬ 
tion (2) of section 82 of the Punjab Re-organisa- 
tion Act, 1966, the Ministry of Home Affairs vide 
its orders bearing Nos. 22|28|6B-SR(S) (1), 22| 
28[68-SR(S) (2), 22|28|68-SR(S) (3) dated the 
31st May, 1968 finally allotted certain employees 
of the erstwhile composite State of Punjab includ¬ 
ing, among others, S[Shr Dayawant Singh, Atma 
Ram Joshi, Dwarka Dass Kalia, and Bahadur 
Singh to the then Union Territory of Himachal 
Pradesh (now the State of Himachal Pradesh) 
with effect from the date of reorganisation of the 
State of Punjab i.e, the 1st November, 1966. 

2. The Government of Himachal Pradesh repor¬ 
ted in November, 1985 that the designator of 
the above mentioned four employees had been 


wrongly shown in the above mentioned three or¬ 
ders dated the 31st May, 1968 and the same nee¬ 
ded to be rectified by the Central Govrenment 
retrospectively with effect from the 1st November, 
1966. After examining the relevant service re¬ 
cords of employees cocnerned and being satisfied 
with the correctness of the position stated by the 
State Government, the Central Government amen¬ 
ded the orders of the Ministry of Home Affairs 
dated the 31st May, 1968 vide their orders dated 
the 2nd March, 1989. 

3. As a matter of policy, all the orders of allo- 
cation|reallocation of personnel, including amend¬ 
ments thereto issued under the provision* of Pun¬ 
jab Reorganisation Act, 1966, are given effect to 
from the date of re-organisation of the erstwhile 
composite State of Punjab viz. the 1st November, 
1966. Therefore, the rectification of designations 
in the cases of above mentioned four employees is 
also required to be carried out from the 1st Novem¬ 
ber, 1966. 

4. On a reference from the Ministry of Law, the 
matter was brought to the notice of the Rajya 
Sabha Committee on Sub-ordinate Legislation. 
The Committee in its 81st Report directed the 
Central Govrenment that an Explanatory Memo¬ 
randum stating the reasons and circumstances 
which necessitated giving of retrospective effect to 
the rules, may be appended with the orders issued 
in pursuance of the powers under the statute and 
that care should be taken to ensure that nobody is 
adversely affected by the orders of allocation issu¬ 
ed under sub-section (2) of section 87 of the Pun¬ 
jab Reorganisation Act, 1966, including the 
amendment!corrigenda of the said orders. The 
Committee also directed that the copies of the 
Notification be circulated amongst the employees 
affected thereby who may be given three months 
time to point out discrepancies, if any. The Com¬ 
mittee futhcr desired that the matter may, there¬ 
after the brought to their notice. 

5. The proposal to amend the orders of the Cen¬ 
tral Government finally allocating the above men¬ 
tioned four employees to the Union territory (later 
State! of Himachal Pradesh was accordingly cir¬ 
culated among the employees likely to be affected 
by the proposed change in the designations and 
representations [objections were invited against the 
same within a period of three months. The objec¬ 
tions received from two employees bv the State 
Government, alongwith the comments j f the State 
Government thereon, have been examined accor¬ 
dingly by the Central Government. The Central 
Government is satisfied that the objections arc not 
against the rectification of designations bv the pro¬ 
posed amendment to the orders dated the 31st Mav, 
1968 of the Ministry of Home Affairs, referred to 
above, from a retrospective date but relate to other 
aspects like seniority, etc., and, as such, the amend¬ 
ment being given retrospective effect will not affect 
adversely any State Government employee. 
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
